«Yhe  sun  uevef  sets  on  the  Queen’s  Du 
minions  "  is  the  proud  boast  of  Englishmen 
and  truly  it  seems  to  furnish  a  key  to  the 
foreign  policy  of  Great  Britain. 

The  unbriddled  love  of  conquest  has  for 
years  been  a  ruliug  passion,  and  all  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  peace  have  been  repeatedly 
sacrificed  in  its  gratification.  For  this  pur¬ 
pose  men  -and  money  have  been  poured  out 
like  water,  and  the  blood  of  British  soldiers 
has  bqen  shed  in  every  clime. 

It  is  time  lhat  patriotic  Englishmen  call¬ 
ed  a  halt  and  demanded  of  their  leaders 
some  evidence  of  an  adequate  return  for 
this  prodigal  expenditure  of  national 
strength  and  wealth. 

India  was  conquered  and  vast  returnk 
of  treasure  were  realized  by  men  engaged 
in  the  Indian  trade,  but  it  is  extremely 
doubtfql  if  in  the  aggregate  the  returns 
have  equalled  tlie  cost  for  securing  that 
vast  territory. — for  it  is  to  relaiu  tlm  trade 
of  India  that  the  Egyptian  protectorate  was 
established. 

England’s  war  against  the  Zulus  was  un 
justifiable  and  unprovoked,  and  her  attack 
on  the  Boers  was  a  disgrace  to  civilization. 
The  destruction  of  Alexandria  and  subjuga¬ 
tion  of  Egypt  was  equally  as  unprovoked 
and  needless. 

At  i^p  JWW* ~nr- Lft i rieh,  ana  Ine 
Mahdi  seems  destined  to  sweep  all  before 
him,  Kuglishnieu  are  beginning  to  ask  who 
is  responsible  fe> r  all  of  these  stupendous 
blunders,  and  how  happens  it  that  such  a 
war  was  undertaken.  What  answer  do 
they  get  ?  Only  this,  “  We  must  rescue 
General  Gordon.”  Yes,  they  must  rescue 
General  Gordon  now, unless,  indeed,  he  is  be¬ 
yond  the  need  of  ryscite,  for  it  is  because  of 
English  treachery  and  falsehood  and  deceit 
that  these  eastern  tribes  have  come  to  con 
sider  Gordon  as  a  foe.  A  map  of  Gordon 
character  was  safe  enough,  even  in  Africa 
until »  the  savages  Vgao  to  hold  him  re¬ 
sponsible  for  crimes  perpetrated  bv  othe 
Englishmen,  but  when  Gordon  is  rescue 
the  army  should -be  recalled.
